Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1972. 


The  trends  in  the  indices  of  the  public  health  in  the  District 
which  have  been  discernable  for  some  years  continue  to  have  effects  which 
are  generally  favourable  and  show  little  change. 


Members  will  note  that  3  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  This  is  a  virus  disease  which  became  generally 
notifiable  in  1968.  It  usually  occurs  sporadically  or  in  small  epidemics. 
Owing  to  the  long  incubation  period  it  is  difficult  to  trace  the  source  of 
a  particular  infection.  Fortunately  the  mortality  rate  is  low  though  the 
effects  of  the  illness  tend  to  get  more  severe  with  advancing  years.

The  housing  development  at  Hollytree  Farm,  Scalby  Road,  Newby, 
and  the  conversion  of  the  existing  farmhouse  is  being  continued  and  it  is 
anticipated  the  scheme  will  be  completed  on  or  before  September,  1973. 

The  Council  is  contemplating  the  conversion  of  Danes  Dyke  into 
bed  sitting  rooms  and  the  construction  of  flats  for  the  aged. 

In  accordance  with  our  usual  practice,  an  intercom  system  will  be 
fitted  in  all  cases  where  housing  for  the  aged  is  concerned. 

Private  enterprise  meets  our  housing  requirements  to  a  large  extent. 

Water  Supply 

We  are  fortunate  in  as  much  as  there  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  pure 
drinking  water  in  the  Urban  District  of  Scalby.  The  Scarborough  Water 
Undertaking  is  responsible  for  the  piped  supply  in  the  area.  From  a 
bacteriological  standard  and  chemical  analyses,  the  water  is  satisfactory 
in  all  respects. 

Both  temporary  and  permanent  hardness  is  evident  in  the  existing 
water  supply  and  no  plumbo  solvent  reaction  is  apparent.

The  entire  population  of  the  district  is  served  by  mains  water 
except  a  few  farm  premises  situated  on  the  perimeter  of  the  district,  which 
are  served  by  private  wells  and  spring  supply. 

Bacteriological  Examination  -  54  samples  were  taken,  1  was  unsatisfactory 

but  later  proved  satisfactory 

Chemical  Analysis  -  12  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  met  standard 

requirements . 


Moveable  Dwellings 


There  are  four  approved  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District  of  Scalby, 
all  of  which  are  authorised  for  occupation  during  the  summer  months  only:- 

Pickering,  High  Mill  Farm  -  occupied  as  a  holiday  caravan  site  during  summer 

Smith,  Scalby  Close  Filling  Station  -  Planning  approval  given  for  a  limited 

period  for  the  siting  of  3  caravans 
during  the  summer  months. 

Scalby  Manor  Hotel  -  Planning  approval  given  for  a  limited  period  for  the 

siting  of  four  caravans  during  the  summer  months. 

Scalby  Manor  Short  Stay  Caravan  and  Camping  Site  -  Scarborough  Corporation 

Planning  approval  given  for  the  siting  of  270  caravans  and  75  tent  units 
during  the  summer  months. 

Twenty  inspections  were  carried  out. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  and 
no  complaints  have  been  received  which  were  due  to  neglect.  At  least  a 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  a  greater  frequency  where  necessaiy 
for  commercial  premises.  Farmsteads  in  outlying  areas  are  dealt  with 
fortnightly. 

Paper  salvage  is  collected  in  trailers  attached  to  the  refuse 
collection  vehicles. 

Salvage  Collection 


78.18  tonnes  of  waste  paper  has  been  baled  and  forwarded  to  the 
Thames  Board  Mills  during  the  year  under  review. 

Scrap  metal  and  rags,  etc.  have  been  collected  and  disposed  of 
through  the  usual  trade  channels. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  tip  is  sited  off  Burniston  Road  and  has  proved  adequate 
to  serve  our  requirements  during  the  past  year.  The  officials  of  the 
surrounding  authorities  have  carried  out  a  feasibility  study  embracing 
future  refuse  disposal. 

Public  Health  Acts  1936-1961 

95  inspections  (excluding  housing  inspections)  were  carried  out 
and  sixteen  nuisances  were  detected  and  remedial  work  carried  out  after 
informal  action.  No  statutory  action  was  found  to  be  necessaiy. 

Offensive  Trades 


No  offensive  trades  were  registered  during  the  current  year. 
Clean  Air  Act 


The  Urban  District  is  not  particularly  affected  with  atmospheric 
pollution.  Scalby  is  sited  near  the  seaboard  with  little  industry.  No 
further  action  is  necessaiy. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1965 

65  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963  and  no  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Rodent  Control 


All  premises  within  the  Urban  District  are  treated  free  of  charge 
for  rodent  infestation. 

Remedial  work  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Ministry  formulae. 

During  the  year  under  review,  418  premises  were  inspected  for 
rodent  infestation  and  treatments  were  carried  out  in  1C7  instances. 

Workable  Area  Committee  The  Committee  comprising  officials  of  the 
surrounding  districts  together  with  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  meeting  every  six  months,  usually  at  the 
Council  Offices,  Pickering,  when  up  to  date  information  is  given  in  the  form 
of  lectures,  complete  with  films  and  slides  as  teaching  aids.

Post  mortem  facilities  are  not 
available,  these  are  carried  out  at  Scarborough  Hospital  mortuary. 

In  the  past  year,  the  mortuary  service  has  dealt  with  4  cases.
